“Scottish Nationality.” 


In a lecture delivered recently, at 
Edinburgh, Scotland, on ‘Scottish 
nationality,” Professor Blackie said : 

“The Scottish people were a nation, 
one half Celtic and one half Saxon. 
The most important element in mak- 
ing a nation was religion. There was 
no such thing as a naton withouta 
national rel'gion—he did not refer to 
Acts of Parliament or etuff of that 
kind—and Scotiand was’ a Presby- 
terian, and therefore a democratic na- 
tion. (Applause), The Scot was a su- 
perior anmal to the Englishman. 
(Laughter) The English had a kind 


of insular narrowness and pride. No 
doubt Scotsmen had some of that 
too, especially about Dngwall, but 


they were not so bad asa John Bull. 
The Scotch were a working people 
and a religious people, though there 


were some things in their religion 
which were not very inviting. That 
sour facedness that they had in 
Dingwall, and even in’ Doufermline, 


should be abolished. French levity or 
mere show should not be cultivated ; 
the Sabbath should be used soberly 
and earnestly and devoutly. Scotland 
was liberal because the people started 
}on an independent bas's, and the ten- 
| dency of the nation was not to be led 
by any merely traditionary authority. 
Scotsmen had a great deal of loyalty, 
but they aiso knew how to assert 
themselves against landlords who d‘d 
not do their duty, and hence the Crof- 
ters Commission. (Applause) They 
had a great deal of sagacity and ac- 
tion, and their fervor was shown in 
their songs.

CHUTE FOR A SILO. 


Hew to Get Ensilage Out in Handy Ghape 
for Feeding, 

Some yearsago J. M. Drew sent us a 
picture of hie device for getting ensilage 
out of the silo in handy shape for feeding. 
We now reproduce the picture. It will be 


handy for those who feed ensilage from a 
wheeled cart. The chute is 2} feet square 
and is made as shown iu the picture. The 
floor, a, is about three feet above the stable 
floor and is supported by legs bb. The 
feeding cart is backed under the chute as 
shown, while the ensilage is being thrown 
down. Enough is thrown down at one 
time fortwo feedings. When the cart is 
filled it is backed along past the cows, the 
ensilage being thrown to them with a scoop 
shovel. The end of the cart is left open, 
except asmal! board c. The grain bin is 
atthe opposite end of the feeding alley 
from the silo so that the grain can be fed 
out on the returntrip. Some farmers do 
not like a cart for feeding) Those who do 
will find this a convenient way to empty 
the silo. —Rural New Yorker
